DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action corresponds to application 10/671 ,359 which was filed 
9/25/2003. 

Claims 22, 24, and 27, now renumbered 1-3 have been allowed. 

Response to Amendment 

In the prior Office Action, claims 22, 24, and 27 were objected to for indicating 
allowable subject matter. Accordingly, Applicant has amended to include the language 
of their base claims to make the claims allowable. 

All previous claim objections are withdrawn in light of the amendments. 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Robert Marley (32,914) on 21 July 2009. 

With respect to claim 24, amend the following: 

In step (cd) delete the concluding 'and' after "entity table;" 

In step (ce), replace the period after 'database' with "; and" 
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In step (d) delete 'determining', delete 'said', and replace "to invoke" with "to 
perform the steps of:" 

In step (d2), delete 'means'. 

In step (d3), delete the period after entity and replace with "; and". 

With respect to claim 27, amend the following: 
In step (iie), insert "; and" after "the database". 

35 U.S.C. 101 

With respect to Claim 27, the electronic machine holding a computer, memory 
means and electronic database in light of the specification (p. 9) can best be interpreted 
as a statutory machine defined by hardware. Thus the claim is found statutory under 
section 101 . 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The determination of the critical read/write ratio including a second 
implementation compared to the first in combination with the altering of a database 
structure for improving database performance as specified in the claims appears to be 
distinguishing over and thus not clearly taught or suggested by the closed cited prior art 
of record - Carlson et al. and Krychniak et al. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
